Howeyer, the Examiner also should note that it is iiot just 
a unique ID that is associated with a message pacl|st that is missing; rather, it is the comlHnaiion of a 
unique input device m and the uniqtje value, wl|ch are both sent to a reUtional database aid the 
relational database is operable to storejan association between the two. Therefore, there must eidst the 
Boolean AND operation with respect to this coml^tion. For exan^te, if a UPC code were scanned 
by one input device, this would connect to one location and if the same UPC were scanned by another 
input device, then it would be routed to a dilfcrent||locatian. The reason is that the combinStibn of the 
two ID'S, the UPC code and the permanently affiseji code, wouJd provide an overall unique code. Thus, 
Oris is what Hudels and Ogasawata fail to dfaclos^ 

The Simonoff'Tefeteace is it refefence thai ijlierely describes the inclusion of an ID nuniber whidi 
is a unique 8-digit integer. The p«n>oseofthi8lD|^ni>er is to guarantee a unique vaketh^ 
(be "logical socket connection" between the setvcl host and the client host that is runmng a Universal 
Client device. This is described at Cohmm 1 1, L|ies 15-23. As such, there is no suggestibn that this 
Ghent ID should be combined with a different "|alue to provide an overall unique vahie; Further, 
nothing in either of these references describe that it is the ii^t device ID that is permanen«ly :afifaed 
thereto that, when combined with theiscanned cmjes, provides a unique identifier that can be stored in 
a relational database for the purpose of looking u| a rdutfag address. As such, ^pKcant believes that 
neither Hudetz, Ogasawara or Simonpff, taken sii^ularly or in coiribination, render Applicant's present 
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inventive concept, as defined by tte ai^ded claffi|s, ohviovts at unpatentahte. Therefore, A^lkant 
respectfully requests the withdrawal of the 35 U.S.jt:. §103(a) rejection with respect to ClaBsa 22-27.
